Jasper Park Lodge, in Jasper Na- 
tinal Park, Alberta, will open to the 
public on June 3rd this year instead 
of the regular opening date of June 
15th, states Mr. Joseph Van Wyck, | 
genéral manager of hotels for the 
Canadian National System. Jasper 
will be at it’s very best when Their ; 
Majesties, the King’ and Queen, reach 
there on June ist to remain for a rest 
period during their journey eastwards 
across Canada. Reservations for the 
season of 1939 have already assumed 


large proportions. Maligne Lake 
Chalet and Medicine Lake Chalet, 
both in “Jasper - “Nationat Park, will 
open July 1st. Minaki Lodge in the 
beautiful Lake of the Woods country 
in Westen Ontario will open June 
28th; Pictou Lodge in charming Nova 
Scotia opens June 23rd. 


The scale of finding equally as 
large quantities of oil in other suit- 
able structures of the foothills as in 
Turner Valley are regarded by G. 8S. 
Hume, Dominion Government Geolo- 
gist, as being highly favorable. A 
tremendous and rich volume of source 
materials were required to fill the 
6,500-foot gas and oil column in Tur- 
ner Valley, he states, and it may be 
safely assumed that these source ma- 
terials are not confined to this area. 
In this connection he points out in his 
paper on the oil situation in Alberta 
appearing in a bulletin of the Cana- 
dian Institute of Mining and Metal- 
lurgy, that the foothills are a struc- 
tural unit 12 to 20 miles wide, extend- 
ing from the International Boundary 
800 miles northwest to Liard River in 
the Northwest Territories. Much of 
this area is imperfectly known, and 
all of it, like the Turner Valley area, 
has complicated geological structure, 

There is no doubt, the paper notes, 
that a great impetus to market ex- 
pansion would be given by the dis- 
covery in the foothills of one or two 
new oil fields of large capacity. Many 
structures within the foothills re- 
garded as favorable have either not 
been drilled as yet, or have been in- 
adequately tested. A few others for- 


merly regarded as favorable have 
been drilled and condemned. Among 


the structures drilled, but in which 


the prospects are still believed to be 
favorable, is the Jumping-pound anti- 
cline, 20 miles west of Calgary. Two 
deep tests and two shallow tests were 
drilled on this field, but both of the 
former drilled through a major fault, 
and thus apparently served only to 
outline the eastern edge of the struc- 
Accordingly, a decisive test 
has yet to be undertaken, and as mat- 
ters now stand, this anticline is con- 
sidered to be the most promising 
prospective structure studied in the
